We also wish to bring to your attention two facets of our data system's re-
quirements and limitations.

Throughout the majority of our Highway Location File, you noted apparent
errors in width from 30 feet to 27 feet. While the roadway surface may only
be 27 feet, we include in the measurement the curb and gutter, making our
30-foot width correct. Therefore, in most cases, our presently listed

width will remain unchanged. Note, however, that shoulders are not included
in roadway width in those instances where curb and gutter are not in place

on the roadway.

The second item concerns roadway name, Our procedure is to limit each
record to a single road name. Any road having two or more names would,
therefore, be inventoried and listed as separate roads. The only exception
are roads which have directional delineations in the name. Examples include
Rustic Drive East and West and Curlew Road North and South, In each case,
the road is inventoried as one, with the point of the name change being indi-
cated on the inventory. We bring this to your attention because you indicated
that a section of Co 165 (Elberta Ave.) should be listed as a dualized section
of Co 164 (Twin Tree Road). Under our policy regarding road name, our

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records cannot accept two different names for the dualized sections of a
single road.

Inasmuch as we establish the in-
ventory procedures, Mr, Landon asked thatl reply to your request.

With regard to the C. W, (clearwidth) as indicated on the two inventory sheets, please
be advised that this is a judgment item that is determined by the Chief of the Inven-
tory Party and has no bearing on right-of-way widths, At the time of the inventory
of November 24, 1965, the road in question according to the Chief of the Party
showed a clearwidth of 16 feet; however, in 1962 when Mr., Landon inventoried

the road, it had apparently grown over the edge of the surface treated area and he
indicated a clearwidth of 11 feet, It is a requirement of the Inventory Party to
record clearwidth on all inventories where there are no other visible means such

as shoulders, ditches, curb and gutter, etc. to determine the maximum extremi ties
of roadway width,

If you will refer to my letter of September 17, 1975 (copy attached) to Mr. Robert
Temple, I believe you will find this should be self-explanatory and should answer
any questions you may have regarding the actual mileage of this road as it is now
recorded,

In summary, the County is responsible for the maintenance of their roads and our
responsibility is to record and report the mileage data as certified by them for
the Distribution of the Motor Vehicle Revenue Funds. In the case of the Ralph
Baumgardner Road, an error was made in the early '60's and has since been
corrected when notified by the County in September, 1974,

On September 9, 1975, a letter addressed to Mr. Ralph Baumgardner from
Carroll County, with a copy to this office has apparently resolved any discrep-
ancy that may have existed over the past years. It now appears that the
original section of road from Md. Route 32 near Baust Church northerly to the
Baumgardner property line for a distance of 0.32% mile was taken into the County
system prior to the construction of Md. 97. Due to the construction of Md. 97
the old section of road between Md. 32 and 97 was severed, requiring us to
provide an access road from Tyrone Road into the Baumgardner Road. 1Im 1965,
when our inventory parties ran this road for verification from Tyrone Road to
end of State maintenance at milepoint 0.62, they inadvertantly continued on for
0.34% mile to a surface break and recordéd this as a county section. In essence,
it appears that an error was made and we "'ere instructed by Carrcll County in
their letter of September 9, to delete the 0.35% mile from the County system
which is, in reality, a private road, leaving 0.11- mile of County road; that
mileage being btiyond the end of State Highway Administration maintenance.

Reference 18 made to our meeting of Thursday, January 30, 1975 regarding
the maintenance jurisdiction of County Road 491 (Ralph Baumgardner Road).

After reviewing our records we find that the road in question was an OP
(Other Public) road until 1964 when the county reported it as being a part of
the County Road System. When the State constructed Md. Route 97 we were obli-
gated to provide access to Baumgardner Road. In doing so, we assigned Md. Route
904-B to the State section from Tyronme Road to end of State maintenance at mile-
point 0.62. At this point the County maintenance began and ended at milepoint
0.96 which was reported on Road Improvement Form HPS-20 dated 1964 as an addition
to the County Highway System. Since that time the County has been realizing
monies from the Motor Vehicle Revenue Funds for the maintenance of this road.

There has been much conflict about the portion of the subject road
which is maintained by the Carroll County Roads Department, the State Highway
Administration, and that which you own and maintain.

After a considerable amount of research and with much assistance from
Mr. Clyde Hyatt, State Highway Administration, we have arrived at a definite
answer as to the responsibility of the various agencies and individual property
owners.

Research going back to 1951 concerning the roads inventory indicates
the following. The mileage assigned to the roadway was 1.21 miles. This com-
menced at Route 32 near Baust Church. At your near property line to Route 32 a
ninety degree turn to the right was indicated. The remaining length more or
less paralleled Route 32 and entered onto Tyrone Road near what is now the
service road entrance maintained by the State Highway Administration.

In years since that time and prior to Maryland Route 97 having been
constructed the portion of the roadway from your near property line to Tyrone
Road was deleted from the County Roads inventory. A mileage figure of 0.46 of
a mile remained.

The 0.46 of a mile is shown in our inventory today. This is not proper.
If Route 97, which was constructed in 1963, had not severed the old route the
mileage indicated would be proper, ie., from Route 32 in toward your property.

As has occurred since the new highway (Route 97)has been placed in

service the roadway from Route 32 and the mileage has continued in roadway
inventories even though same was severed by the new facility.

By copy of this letter to Mr. Clyde Hyatt, Bureau of Statistics,

State Highway Administration, we are requesting that the portion be deleted from
Route 32 to the end of State Maintenance of the service road, a distance of 0.35
of a mile. The portion remaining to be maintained by the County will be 0.11 of
a mile, said mileage beyond the end of State Highway Administration Maintenance.
This, in effect, indicates maintenance to the Baumgardner Property Line which is
the area in which the ninety degree turn in the road was shown on early state
maps and inventory.

In reference to your correspondence of September 30, 1975 requesting
information as to the status of the street leading to St. Joseph's Ceme-
tery in Midland, please be advised that Cemetery Road is currently
listed as a municipally maintained street within the corporate limits of
Midland., From the City line to road end, it is being carried as '"Other
Public",

If you will recall from your SHA days, an Other Public road is a desig-
nation we use to provide for any road or street that is not publicly main-
tained, but is not restricted to travel. This type of road could be private,
quasi-private, etc. for which we do not have any information and for
which we do not credit the county or the municipality for the mileage.

To simply state, this road could be considered private from the cor-
porate limits to the cemetery and you could probably do anything you
wish if the road does not serve any other property and if no one objects
to the posting as a private road. You may, however, wish to check
with an attorney as to the deed which calls for a road not less than 30
feet in width through the land which was not conveyed in the original
deed. This may be a legal question that would require the road to be
opened to the property line of the cemetery if the additional two (2)
acres of land maintained by Margaret Firle was not land conveyed and/
or sold to the Church.

If you wish to close this road to public travel from the City line on, I
would suggest that you post a notice on the road for a certain length of
time and if no one objects, do what you want to do with the road. Sorry
I could not be of more assistance beyond ascertaining as to the current
status of the road in question, but this is a little beyond our expertise.

As a result of action taken by the Carroll County Commissioners
the following county road name changes are being implemented in the
Svkesville~Henryton area of Carroll County. The attached map indicates
the new designations.

1. The section of roadway known as Marriottsville Road and
beginning at State Route 32 proceeding easterly from said route for approx-
imately 1.1 miles will now carry the designation of Arrington Road from
said intersection to Marriottsville Road, F.A.S. 1052; a total distance
of 3.04 miles.

It is noted in the Roads Inventory that Marriottsville Road
proceeding from Route 32 indicates a distance of 1.0l miles. Arrington
Road proceeding westerly from Marriottsville Road, F.A.S. 1052, indicates a
distance of 2.03 miles.
